HIEF JAY STRONGBOW 

is largely responsible for one 
of the greatest success stories to be 
witnessed in wrestling for 
many years. 

On June 28, 1982, Jay pinned 
Mr. Fuji to claim for himself and 
his brother Jules the WWF tag 
team championship belts. That 
event ended the eight-month title 
reign of Captain Lou Albano's 
champions Mr. Fuji and Mr. 
Saito, and ushered in what many 
feel will be a new era in the WWF. 

In less than three months, Jules 
and Jay Strongbow rocketed up 
the ladder of contention from their 
debut match to number-one 
contenders to tag team champions. 
It is the kind of success story out of 
which legends are made, but it is 
also the kind of success that isn't 
won without a great deal of work 
and sweat. 

“Over a year ago, Jules and I 
embarked on a tour of Europe,” 
explained Jay. “What we had 
intended to do was develop

ourselves as a tag team, with the 
eventual goal of capturing a tag 
team title. 

“At first it was difficult to work 
out moves and maneuvers," Jay 
continued. “Working with your 
brother is one thing, but there is a 
seriousness and singularity of 
purpose that is necessary when 
you're in training, and that's a 
difficult thing to focus on at first, 
particularly with someone in your

"Absolutely not. All my life I've 
always wanted to be a professional 
wrestler, and I’m lucky enough to 
be able to make a career out of 
wrestling today. | hope to be doing 
the same thing l'm doing now— 
wrestling all the time and 
defending my title—when l'm 80 
years old!” 


SGT. SLAUGHTER 

“The only other career | might 
even consider would be a military 
career, in the Marines, of course. 
But before | would even think 
about rejoining the service on a 
permanent, full-time basis, there 
is a lot of business that needs to 
be taken care of right here 

in wrestling.” 
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RODDY PIPER

There 
is a lot of unwarranted violence 
from people who think that 
wrestling has more to do with 
ambushes than competition. Even 
though there's a lot | hate, | don't 
think I'll ever give it up." 


SUPER DESTROYER 
“Why should 1 ever think about 
giving up wrestling? | am the man 
who has brought the superplex to 
the sport and who has taught the 
meaning of the word fear to all 
these wimps who claim my move 
should be banned from wrestling. 
If you ask me, it's the victims of the 
superplex who should think about 
giving up wrestling.” 


MIL MASCARAS 
"Absolutely not. Wrestling has 
been my life, and it has been good 
to me. Not only wrestling, but the 
fans have been good to me as well. 
| suppose there are many other 
places a man can go instead of 
the wrestling ring, but for me, | 
don't see any alternative. | am 
here to stay for good." 


TONY ATLAS 
"That's a tough question. When | 
was in training for the Mr. USA 
bodybuilding competition, | never 
thought | would give up body- 
building for wrestling, but here | 
am anyway. | suppose it's hard 
to predict where you might be, say, 
five years from now. Who could 
really say for sure?" 


GINO HERNANDEZ 

“Well, if | was going to give up 
wrestling, | would open up a chain 
of nightclubs, each of them 
populated with the most beautiful 
girls in the world, and l'd publish 
a magazine that featured the most 
gorgeous women in the world . . . 
but Hefner beat me to it, solguess 
I'll be in wrestling for a while!” 


DUSTY RHODES 
"Yeah, if Willie Nelson asked me 
to go out on tour with him and sing 
to his millions of fans all across 
the country, | might leave 
wrestling, but just for a little 
while. After all, І have almost as 
many fans as Willie does, and | 
can't leta single one of them down 
by bowing out, right?’ 
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IS OPPONENT STAGES a 

relentless attack, pummeling 
him with a merciless series of 
bodyslams, closed-fist smashes, 
and perhaps even a karate kick 
or two. 

To everyone at ringside, 
certainly to the fans in the higher 
seats, and even to his opponent, 
Cowboy Bob Orton is on the verge 
of defeat. 

Another bodyslam to the canvas 
and suddenly . . . collapsed on his 
stomach and appearing completely 
helpless, Orton slides out of the 
ring feet first with the speed and 
purpose of a snake. Before his 
opponent realizes what is 
happening, Orton has reentered 
the ring and taken an offensive 
posture where mere seconds before 
it looked as if he would lose. 

Consider another example of 
Orton’s unorthodox style. 

His opponent has gained a 
decisive advantage in the match. 
Lifting Orton into the air in 
preparation for a suplex, Orton 
shifts his body weight and center of 
gravity ever so slightly. Subtie but 
highly effective, this shifting of 
weight causes Orton’s opponent to 
drop him, and allows Orton to 
seize an advantage through the 
element of surprise. 

“I try and tailor my style so that 
my opponent can never figure out 
what’s coming next,” said Orton in 
a recent interview. “There are a lot 
of wrestlers in the ring today who 
are extremely predictable. If I were 
to face them, all I would have to do 
is watch a film of any one of their 
matches, and І would know that 
my own match against him would 


WHY BOB ORTON 
IS WRESTLING’S 


BEST YOUNG STAR 


There are certain wrestlers who can be categorized as 
being either scientific or rulebreaker. Occasionally, 
however, aman will come along who transcends all such 
labels. A second generation soldier of the mat wars, 


Cowboy Bob Orton is just such a man

be about the same. I would be up 
against the same moves and 
maneuvers, and I would be up 
against the same kinds of tactics. 
“What I try for—and I think so 
far l've achieved this—is a great 
deal of versatility in my wrestling 
style," Orton explained. “I don't 


want to fall into any kind ofa rut. I 
want my style to remain fresh, I 
want my opponent to never expect 
what's coming next, and І want 
that element of surprise to always 
be working for me." 

How much has Orton's 
manager, The Grand Wizard, 


helped in developing his constantly 
changing and evolving style? 
"The Wizard has been great," 
says Orton. *He has so much 
knowledge about tactics in the 
ring. He can really point out a lot 
of things about myself that I could 
never be able to see, even if I had 


every match filmed. Wizard is the 
best at picking out subtle mistakes in 
my style and fine tuning me. He has 
enabled me to climb so quickly to 
the number-one contender spot for 
Backlund's title. There's no 
question, Wizard is the best 
there is." 

And how much has Orton been 
influenced by his father, Bob 
Orton Sr.? 

* Well, of course I couldn't grow 
up in the kind of surrounding I did 
and not develop a good attitude 
about sports," said Orton. “When 
you have a wrestler for a father, 
there's по way you can escape 
getting all caught up in the 
excitement of the training and the 
competition. When 1 was young, 1 
took after my father without 
knowing what I was doing. It 
turned out I was doing calisthenics, 
and I developed a great physique at 
a very young age. That opened the 
way for me to concentrate more on 
my speed and agility rather than 
my muscle when I decided to turn 
pro, and it gave me an edge that a 
lot of other wrestlers in the sport 
today never had." 

Тһе Grand Wizard himself has 


nothing but praise for Cowboy · 


Bob Orton. 

“This man is an amazing 
wrestler," said the Wizard. *He's 
smart, he's strong, and he's able to 
think on his feet. Most of all, he's 
able to devise brand new 
maneuvers right on the spot if the 
need arises. This enables him to 
defeat his opponents with greater 


ease, and it assures him of the fact: 


that he'll win the title from puny 
Backlund before he's through." 
Orton may be relatively new to 
the WWF, but his experience in 
wrestling has covered all major 
areas of the country. (Orton has 
also wrestled in the AWA and the 
NWA.) His reputation is one of 
tremendous respect among both 
the fans and his fellow wrestlers. 
Cowboy Bob Orton is not a man 
who can be pigeonholed into any 
kind of a category. One person 
may consider him a rulebreaker

and another may consider him a 
scientific wrestler, and both would 
be able to offer examples. to 
support their particular position. 

But Orton is versatile, and this is 
the overwhelming quality about 
his ring style. His ability to create 
maneuvers on the spot might earn 
for him the label of rulebreaker, 
but his ability to wrestle 
scientifically, which he often 
exercises, obscures this label to a 
great degree. 

Cowboy Bob Orton will be a 
force to be reckoned with over the 
next several years, and this is a fact 
that cannot be obscured at all. DJ 


^ TRIBUTE ТӨС 
PETER MAIVIA 


The death of Peter 
Maivia came as a 
shock to the entire 
wrestling community. 
The charismatic 
Samoan High Chief 
was loved Бу some 
and hated by others, 
but no one denied 
his greatness. He 
leaves behind a 
legacy that will 

live forever 


T IS WITH great sadness that 

we announce to our readers 
the death of Peter Maivia. The 
Samoan High Chief died of 
cancer in Hawaii at the age of 47. 

Maivia distinguished himself 
in the ring in several ways: 
Tactically, he displayed a quick 
and agile style that blended a 
crafty strategy with a vast 
knowledge of a wide variety of 
moves; physically, he was 
distinguished by tattoos that 
covered his entire lower body, 
the result of a Samoan religious 
ritual. 

Maivia began wrestling іп 
New Zealand where he 
immediately built a strong fan 
following, coupled with ап 
equally strong number of fans 
who were critical of his 
unorthodox ring style.

"Peter Maivia was truly one of 
the luminaries of wrestling," 


said long-time friend Gorilla 
Monsoon upon learning of the 
High Chief's death, “and he was 
hated by as many people as 
loved him. But he never 
compromised himself. He 
always did what he thought was 


right and proper. That attitude 
won him a lot of fans. Italso won 
him a lot of enemies." 

After cementing for himself an 
unparalleled reputation both in 
New Zealand and Great Britain, 
Maivia left for France in early 
1967. Remaining there for a 
year, he met with success as he 


was awarded the French 
Wrestler of the Year trophy 
for 1967. 

The year 1969 saw Maivia's 
American debut in .San 
Francisco, and it was in that city 
where he began to build his 
American reputation. Over the 
next few years, Maivia would 


in the 


hone his style 
displaying a preference for the 
dropkick, which he perfected 


ring, 


and elevated 
specialty. 
Maivia would wrestle 
regularly in Texas, often thrilling 
fans in that state with his 
traditional pre-match walk over 


to a personal

hot steaming coals, another 
aspect of his Samoan 
upbringing that he carried over 
into his wrestling career. 

In the years to come, Maivia's 
name would literally become a 
household word. He wrestled in 
the WWF against then-heavy- 
weight champion Superstar 


Graham, and soon thereafter 
teamed up with Chief Jay 
Strongbow. 

Maivia then created a great 
deal of controversy by breaking 
up his tag team with Strongbow 
and signing a contract with 
manager Fred Blassie. During 
that time, Bob Backlund took the 


title from Graham, and Maivia 
soon returned to challenge 
Backlund numerous times for 
the title, including a memorable 
Steel Cage Match in Madison 
Square Garden. 

Peter Maivia held many titles 
over his long career, including 
the Americas title, the Pacific 
Coast championship, and 
regional titles too numerous to 
mention here. 

In recent years, Maivia 
reduced his ring activity and 
turned to the task of promoting 
in Hawaii. He also ventured into
